NEW  STUDENT 
DAYS  1985 


New  Students  Days  at  the  University  of  Dubuque  is 
the  school’s  way  of  welcoming  freshmen  and  transfer 
students.  The  week-long  activities  include  get- 
acquainted  games,  movies,  and  orientation  meetings. 

Although  it  is  routine  now  that  New  Student  Days 
is  the  first  week  of  classes,  each  year  staff  and  events 
change.  This  year,  new  games  were  introduced  to 
Freshman  Olympics,  such  as  the  Board  Walk  and 
Balloon  Pop.

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1985  HOMECOMING  CLASS  REPRESENTATIVES 


The  1985  Homecoming/Reunion  weekend  October  18-20  brought  University  of  Dubuque  college  and  seminary 
alumni  back  to  campus  to  renew  old  friendships  once  again.  While  classmates  and  faculty  became  reacquainted, 
they  also  had  a chance  to  share  in  the  many  changes  that  occurred  at  the  University  of  Dubuque  throughout  the 
years. 

College  Homecoming  festivities  began  on  campus  with  Spirit  Week,  October  14-17.  The  events  called  for  stu- 
dent participation,  costume  originality,  and  old-fashioned  school  spirit.  Daily  participants  were  judged  and  award- 
ed prizes  every  night  at  the  evening  meal  in  Peters  Commons. 

Monday,  October  14  — “Hats  Off  to  the  Spartans”  encouraged  students  to  wear  hats  and  tip  them  to  any 
member  of  the  football  or  volleyball  team  or  coaching  staff.  Tuesday,  October  15  — “Sock  it  to  Em”  day  where 
students  were  asked  to  roll  up  their  jeans  and  display  the  weirdest  sock  they  could  find  to  wear.  Wednesday,  Oc- 
tober 16  — “Sweatin’  Up  a Victory”  included  sweatsuit  attire  in  honor  of  the  day.  Thursday,  October  17  — “Be 
True  to  Your  School”  day  when  students  were  asked  to  wear  only  University  of  Dubuque  attire. 

On  Friday,  October  18,  the  student  Games  on  the  Quad  were  held  which  included  some  of  the  college’s  tradi- 
tional games  — such  as  the  mattress  relay,  tractor  race,  and  the  board  work.  Other  games  included  the  water- 
balloon  volleyball,  the  egg/spoon  relay,  and  the  five-legged  race. 

Friday  evening  began  with  the  traditional  pep  rally  and  this  year  included  a “pie-in-the-eye”  contest  for  the 
grand  finale.  The  evening  concluded  with  a 1950’s  dance  in  the  Student  Union.  Prizes  were  awarded  for  the  best- 
dressed  participants. 

Saturday’s  schedule  of  events  began  with  the  third  annual  UD  Alumni  Run,  sponsored  by  the  Athletic  Depart- 
ment, and  concluded  with  the  traditional  dance  and  banquet  at  the  Dubuque  Inn. 

Sunday’s  events  included  a chapel  service  and  reunion  brunch,  and  the  weekend  concluded  with  an  Alumni 
Open  Golf  Tournament. 

Homecoming  1985  was  definitely  “Happy  Days  Again”  for  those  who  participated.  The  memories  of  the 
weekend  will  live  on  as  everyone  looks  forward  to  Homecoming  1986.

Backed  by  the  enthusiastic  support  of  alumni,  faculty,  students,  and  fans,  the  University  of 
Dubuque  football  team  made  it  a successful  1985  Homecoming  for  all  with  a 24-7  victory  over  the 
visiting  William  Penn  Statesmen. 

The  Spartans  didn’t  waste  any  time  in  scoring  as  Mark  Mollenhauer,  a senior  from  Atkins, 
Iowa,  broke  through  the  interior  line,  cut  to  the  outside  and  scampered  28  yards  for  the  score  with 
13:26  still  to  play  in  the  first  quarter. 

The  Spartans  then  scored  with  :34  seconds  left  in  the  first  half  as  Terry  Lambert,  a junior  from 
Perry,  Iowa,  scored  on  a two-yard  run.  It  seemed  as  if  that  would  be  the  end  of  the  scoring  for  the 
first  half.  However,  on  the  ensuing  kickoff  William  Penn  fumbled  the  football  over  to  the  Spar- 
tans on  the  27  yard  line.  With  only  :21  seconds  left,  quarterback  Jim  Kiwala,  a senior  from  West 
Liberty,  Iowa,  dropped  back  and  lofted  the  ball  into  the  endzone  to  Donnie  Caves,  a senior  from 
Adams,  Wisconsin.  The  first  half  ended  with  the  Spartans  up  21-0. 

In  the  third  quarter,  William  Penn  got  the  closest  they  could  at  21-7  with  a touchdown  pass 
with  4:31  left  in  the  quarter. 

The  Spartans  widened  the  spread  to  24-7  on  a 29-yard  field  goal  by  freshman  Steve  Bercier 
from  West  Chicago  with  5:12  left  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Coach  Myron  Smith  said  he  was  pleased  with  his  team’s  effort.  “Homecoming  is  a game  you 
always  want  to  win  and  we  had  extra  incentive  when  taking  the  field.  The  support  the  crowd 
showed  us  throughout  the  day  carried  us  after  the  quick  start.” 

“Happy  Days  Again”  continued  as  the  Spartans  pulled  in  a Homecoming  victory  on  October  19.

RECORD-BRERKIN*  SPRRTRNS 

The  Spartans  finished  the  regular  season  with  a strong  20-6  overall  record  and  13-1  Iowa  Conference  mark.  UD  won  its 
first  league  title  since  1948  and  fifth  in  school  history  and  with  the  accomplishment  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Tournament. 

As  a team,  the  Spartans  clinched  the  conference  title  and  national  tournament  berth  by  winning  their  last  nine  games  of 
the  season  and  16  of  their  last  17.  Their  only  loss  after  Christmas  came  with  a 60-59  set  back  to  conference  rival  Wartburg  on 
Wartburg’s  home  court.  UD  avenged  that  defeat  with  a 10  point  victory  over  Wartburg  in  Dubuque. 

Defense  was  again  the  key  for  the  Spartans  under  20-year  head  coach  Jon  Davison,  who  notched  his  250th  career  victory  at 
Dubuque  on  Feb.  8.  The  local  men  surrendered  just  62.7  points  a game  and  limited  opponents  to  43  percent  shooting  from  the 
field.  UD  led  the  Iowa  Conference  in  defense,  which  was  almost  expected,  but  surprised  the  experts  by  being  one  of  the  top 
offensive  clubs  with  a 66.3  average  (72.4  in  the  conference)  and  out-rebounding  teams  by  nearly  10  boards  a game,  despite  not 
having  a starter  over  6'5". 

6'5"  senior  center  Tom  Digmann,  Hopkinton,  Iowa,  also  set  new  school  records  this  past  season.  His  61.4  percent  field  goal 
shooting  for  the  year  was  a new  mark  and  he  became  just  the  eighth  player  in  school  history  to  gather  over  600  career  re- 
bounds. Digmann  averaged  11  points  and  a team-high  8.5  boards  in  1985-86. 

Making  up  the  second  half  of  the  Rochelle,  111.,  forward  court  for  Dubuque  was  Bill  Bradshaw.  Bradshaw  anchored  a tough 
Spartan  defense  while  coming  up  with  key  plays  throughout  the  season.  Bradshaw  and  Lundquist  were  backed  by  a part  of 
fine  forwards  on  the  bench  in  Jim  Jertson,  Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  Dave  Foster  Fulton,  111.  Both  strong  jumpers,  the  duo  receiv- 
ed valuable  playing  time  which  will  no  doubt  help  them  when  preparing  for  starting  roles  next  season. 

Any  team’s  success  usually  revolves  around  its  guard  court  and  at  Dubuque  it  was  no  different.  Senior  point  guard  Lem 
Rowans,  Chicago,  111.,  and  his  backcourt  teammate  and  roommate,  Todd  Millon,  New  Orleans,  La.,  formed  a one-two  guard 
punch  that  most  teams  found  hard  to  handle.  Rowans  averaged  10  points,  a team-high  4.3  assists  and  four  rebounds  a game, 
despite  standing  just  5'6" . Millon  was  second  on  the  team  in  scoring  with  an  average  of  12.2  and  was  one  of  the  finest  players 
in  the  conference  despite  being  a sophomore. 
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1,759  POINTS! 

Tim  Lundquist  added  two  new 
basketball  records  to  his  credit.  He 
is  now  the  city  of  Dubuque’s  all- 
time  scoring  leader  and  the 
University’s  all-time  scoring 
leader. 

Lundquist,  broke  the  previously 
held  city  record  of  1,798  career 
points  against  Wartburg,  Feb.  7. 
The  record  was  established  by  Jack 
Frasco  of  Loras  from  1955-60. 
Lundquist  surpassed  the  UD 
record  against  Buena  Vista,  which 
stood  at  1,758  career  points  held  by 
Bob  Finnegan  from  1968-70. 

When  asked  about  his  scoring 
feat,  Lundquist  said,  “I  would  have 
never  been  able  to  do  it  without  the 
rest  of  my  teammates.  The  ac- 
complishment was  more  of  a team 
effort  rather  than  an  individual 
one  because  my  teammates  trusted 
and  respected  me  enough  to  feed 
me  the  ball.” 


The  Spartan  men’s  basketball  team  finished  its  season  by  placing  second  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  West  Regional  Tourna- 
ment held  at  St.  John’s  University  in  Collegeville,  MN. 

The  Spartans  were  defeated  by  fourth-ranked  Nebraska  Wesleyan  in  the  championship  game,  61-50.  The  game,  however, 
was  a lot  closer  than  the  score  indicates  as  the  Spartans  fought  hard  to  overcome  a halftime  deficit  that  Wesleyan  held  at  six 
points.  Wesleyan  achieved  this  lead  with  a 10-1  spurt  in  the  closing  four  minutes  and  27  seconds  of  the  first  half. 

In  the  second  half,  Wesleyan  built  as  much  as  a 13  point  lead,  only  to  have  the  Spartans  whittle  it  down  to  six  points  with 
about  nine  minutes  to  go.  Wesleyan  finally  pulled  away  by  making  their  free  throws  down  the  stretch. 

The  Spartans  were  led  by  Todd  Millon  and  Tim  Lundquist  who  scored  17  and  13  points  respectively.  Millon  scored  15  of 
his  17  points  in  the  second  half,  while  Lundquist  scored  nine  of  his  13  points  in  the  first  half.  Tom  Digmann  also  added  13  re- 
bounds to  help  the  19th-ranked  Spartans. 

The  Spartans  advanced  to  the  championship  game  with  a 25  point,  71-47  victory  over  15th-ranked  and  host  school  St. 
John’s.  The  Spartans  were  brilliant,  as  they  ran  to  an  early  13-2  lead  over  the  St.  John’s  Johnnies  in  the  opening  minutes  of 
the  game.

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The  University  of  Dubuque  women’s  basketball  team  finished  the 
1985-86  season  with  a 10-16  record  and  5-9  conference  — the  second 
straight  year  the  Lady  Spartans  finished  with  a 5-9  league  record  and  the 
fifth  straight  season  the  local  women  placed  fifth  in  the  eight-team  Iowa 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference. 

The  UD  women  had  an  eventful  season  with  a trip  to  Europe  over  the 
Christmas  holiday  highlighting  the  year.  The  Spartans  had  an  up-and- 
down  first  half  of  the  season,  never  losing  or  winning  more  than  two 
games  in  a row  through  November,  December  and  half  of  January,  and 
continued  their  rollercoaster  ride  the  last  part  of  the  season.  UD  dropped 
three  games  in  a row  to  fall  to  5-10  to  start  the  second  half  of  the  schedule 
before  bouncing  back  and  winning  four  games  in  a row  and  five  of  six  to 
balance  near  the  .500  mark.  Losses  in  the  Spartans’  last  five  games  of  the 
season  halted  the  momentum  gathered  by  the  local  women. 

The  Spartans  graduate  three  seniors:  Chris  Morrison,  Paula  Manter- 
nach,  and  Terri  Jones.  Center  Chris  Morrison  ended  her  college  career  as 
the  school’s  top  scorer  (1,235  points)  and  leading  rebounder  (979)  and 
also  set  new  standards  for  most  rebounds  in  a season  (295),  most  blocks 
in  one  game  (9),  and  most  rebounds  in  one  game  (19).  She  averaged  13 
points  and  a conference-high  11  rebounds  a game  this  past  season.

The  University  of  Dubuque  wrestling  team  closed  out 
its  1985-86  season  by  finishing  sixth  at  the  Iowa  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Conference  meet  at  Simpson  College 
February  20.

Pleasant  (150),  Burlington,  IA  finishing  fourth.  Dreyer  is 
a junior  who  will  graduate  next  December  while  the  lat- 
ter three  are  freshmen.

The  other  freshmen  included  Becki  Randolph,  shortstop /second  base;  Diane  DeVore,  second  base, 
Carol  Magee;  and  outfielders  Julie  Theill,  Suzanne  Rubie,  and  Joan  Ward.  The  one  and  only  sophomore  was  cat- 
cher/first baseman  Brenda  Krumviede.  Juniors  on  the  team  were  cacther/first  baseman  Colleen  Finn,  outfielder  Karen 
Runyard,  and  third  baseman  Shirley  Neumann,  who  had  been  on  the  team  three  years.  The  seniors  consisted  of  the  co- 
captains chosen  early  in  the  season,  second  baseman  Bev  Larson  and  outfielder  Kim  Gates.  Both  were  the  only  four 
year  members  of  the  team.  Rounding  out  the  senior  group  were  outfielders  Vickie  Turner  and  Terri  Jones,  and  first 
baseman  Denise  Lingle. 

With  almost  half  the  team  being  freshmen,  the  future  looks  bright  for  U.D.  softball.  With  the  consistency  of  improved 
play  each  year  and  having  the  same  coach  to  build  the  program,  the  Spartans  may  soon  be  turning  some  heads.  They 
beat  Buena  Vista  which  has  been  a nationally  ranked  team  for  many  years.  It  may  have  been  the  first  of  many  upsets. 

Although  the  Spartans  lost  the  majority  of  their  games,  many  were  very  close.  Often  the  loss  came  in  the  seventh  inn- 
ing or  by  one  unanswered  run.  The  best  games  they  had  in  Florida  were  the  last  three,  only  one  of  which  they  won,  but 
considering  they  were  outside  for  the  first  time  only  five  days  before,  they  played  very  competitive  ball. 

The  regular  season  held  a lot  of  disappointments.  Last  year  they  saw  a record  breaking  season  for  the  most  wins,  but 
this  year  saw  them  take  a step  back.  They  seemed  many  times  to  play  at  the  level  of  the  competition  and  this  usually 
put  them  on  the  low  end.  A major  problem  the  team  had  was  not  being  able  to  put  hits  together  to  score.  Another 
drawback  was  the  young  age  of  the  team.  A lot  of  pressure  was  placed  on  the  two  freshmen  pitchers  who  often  had  to 
pitch  three  or  four  days  in  a row.  As  a whole  the  defense  usually  played  better  than  the  offense  — you  can’t  win  if  you 
can’t  score. 

A great  deal  of  learning  and  growing  took  place  on  and  off  the  field  by  both  players  and  coaches.  You  can  look  to  see 
the  Spartans  putting  this  knowledge  to  work  next  year  for  the  “improved  season”  Coach  Rebholz  spoke  of.

mEN’S  TRACK 

The  indoor  track  season  came  to  a close  with  three  Spartans  either  tying  or 
establishing  new  school  records.  Those  Spartans  included  seniors  Rob  Junkroski, 
Bill  Bradshaw,  and  Steve  Naatz. 

Junkroski  tied  the  previously  held  school  record  of  14  feet  in  the  pole  vault  was 
good  enough  to  capture  first  place  for  Junkroski  in  the  event.  Bradshaw  tied  the 
previously  held  school  record  of  6'6"  in  the  high  jump,  a record  originally  set  by 
Rory  Meiks  in  1981.  Bradshaw’s  jump  was  also  good  enough  to  place  second  in  the 
event,  an  improvement  over  last  year’s  finish  of  fourth.  Naatz,  however,  stole  the 
show.  Individually  he  shattered  two  school  record  and  placed  twice  in  his  events. 
The  first  was  the  400  meter  dash.  He  broke  the  old  record  of  53.29  set  by  Steve 
Ferguson  in  1984,  with  a time  of  51.63.  Naatz’s  time  was  good  enough  for  second 
place  in  the  event.  His  second  record  was  in  the  300  yard  dash.  He  broke  the  old 
record  of  33.87  seconds  set  by  Neil  Nichol  in  1984  with  a time  of  33  seconds  flat. 
This  time  placed  him  third  in  the  event. 

Coach  John  Jindrich  said  he  was  happy  and  impressed  with  his  players’  perfor- 
mances at  the  meet  and  looked  for  continued  success  in  the  outdoor  season. 
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The  women’s  track  team  is  also  off  and  running  to  a fine  season  right  along  with 
the  men’s  team.  Even  though  being  undermanned  like  the  men’s  team,  the  women 
put  together  a decent  season. 

The  women’s  team  consists  of  three  quality  performers:  sophomore  Tammy  Black, 
and  seniors  Kerry  McKnight  and  Chris  Morrison.  Tammy  Black  competes  in  the  100 
meter  hurdles  for  the  Spartans,  while  Kerry  McNight  competes  in  the  long  jump,  tri- 
ple jump  and  the  100  meter  hurdles.

A SHORT  HISTORY  OF  ALPHA  CHI

the  initials  AX  in  raised  letters.  The  colors  are  emerald  green  and  sapphire  blue  signifying  truth  and  victory.

Leonard  Bernstein’s  classical  “West  Side  Story”  was  based  on 
Shakespeare’s  “Romeo  and  Juliet”  and  brought  into  contem- 
porary times,  set  in  New  York  City  during  the  last  days  of  sum- 
mer. It  focused  on  two  warring  street  gangs,  the  Sharks  (Puerto 
Ricans)  and  the  Jets  (Americans). 

Dennis  Williams,  the  associate  professor  of  music,  said  he 
chose  this  year’s  musical  because  of  its  difficulty.  The  play  posed 
great  demands  on  both  theatrically  and  musically. 

The  play  was  set  in  the  ’50’s  but  people  of  today  can  still  relate. 
It  dealt  with  prejudice  and  ethnic  populations  which  are  both 
still  society  problems  of  today.  It  portrayed  the  damage  hatred 
and  prejudice  can  produce  as  the  two  warring  gangs  hated  each 
other  simply  because  they  didn’t  know  about  each  other  and  had 
been  conditioned  to  not  want  to  know.  When  two  characters 
from  oposing  gangs  fall  in  love  they  realize  they  can,  if  given  the 
chance,  like  and  even  love  others  who  only  appear  — not  are  — 
different  than  themselves.
